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Rail Into Road 


ROPOSALS to turn the railway network of this country into a motorway 
system are made so frequently that there is a danger of their familiarity 
breeding contempt, resulting in dismissal of such proposals as the ideas of 

a crank. It is as well periodically, therefore, to recall that some prominent engineers 
are amongst the advocates of the transformation. One of them is the Deputy 
Engineer-in-Chief of the War Office, Brigadier Thomas Ifan Lloyd, D.S.0., M.C., 
who has put up a convincing case for a more efficient use of railway space by road 
vehicles. His advocacy is wholehearted, for he visualizes all 20,000 miles of rail- 
ways given over to high speed road transport, but even if this is regarded as 
impracticable—and there is no very good reason why it should be so regarded—he 
does at least dismiss some of the popular objections. 

Chief of these is width, few people grasping that the track on which the typical 
double permanent way is laid is never less than 24ft wide, whereas the Ministry of 
Transport width for a single road lane is 11ft. Most of the double-track railways 
would, in fact, make three-lane roads, for the width available is often 30ft at founda- 
tion level. The lavish multiple tracks of city suburbs would provide the equivalent 
of American radial “freeways,” and a graphic main-line example of width avail- 
ability is the quadruple track of the old G.W.R. from London to Didcot, in Berk- 
shire, which offers a potential 53 miles of six-lane motorway with a maximum gradient 
of 4ft per mile. The entire railway system can be judged in relation to this stretch: 
it comprises 1,507 miles of quadruple or more track; 447 miles of triple; 10,351 miles 
double and 6,969 single. 

To illustrate capacity, Waterloo station is quoted, which handles about 200,000 
passengers a day; 60-seat bus trailers, leaving the 21 platforms at 1}-minute intervals, 
could remove 50,000 seated passengers per hour from Waterloo, without straining 
the capacity of a single traffic lane. 

It is an odd fact that some of the most courageous engineering feats in the world 
were carried out by British engineers, yet their motherland is timid and reactionary 
where such feats are suggested for Britain herself: witness the Channel Tunnel. 
Surely the possibilities of some of these revolutionary suggestions concerning trans- 
port need more serious investigation than they customarily receive? 


Everybody's Responsibility 


T a time when readers may be bombarded with written and spoken political 

verbiage, we hesitate to increase the volume by so much as a single word. 

It is, however, the duty of every responsible citizen to consider important 

issues at General Election time, and so help to find a solution to them. High on 

the list of these issues is the future of British roads. The three parties have con- 

tributed political statements especially for Autocar readers in which references are 
made to roads, and these appear on the following pages. 

Having a good grumble is an Englishman’s privilege and, to be honest, his pleasure, 
too, but how often are the final words, “ Well, someone should do something about 
it.” Election time presents an excellent opportunity for all of us to try to do some- 
thing about roads. Question your prospective M.P. about his party’s plans for 
improving roads. Write to him care of the House of Commons (if you do not know 
his address) and continue to press for action as well as promises after the new 
Government is elected. A friendly but firm letter from every road-user to his M.P. 
could not fail to remind him how urgent and serious the matter has become. 

Traffic congestion and the waste of time involved are a plague to everyone, cither 
directly or indirectly. Higher costs of all transported goods and of passenger travel 
are uneconomic results. Of even greater concern to all alike are the increasing 
dangers of roads which are inadequate for the traffic they have to carry. A 
tremendous but by no means hopeless task lies ahead of any Government—of succes- 
sive Governments, in fact—but it is a stimulating as well as an essential one, and one 
which profoundly affects the national economy.

CONSERVATIVE 
N 1946 the Socialists sed a grandiose scheme for 
national highway uld have cost £80 mullion in 
its first year. V 4 year it was withdrawn, owing 
to an economic crisis, and nothing has ever been heard of 
t since. That was all the Socialists could offer in the way of 
major new road projects while they were in office 

The Conservative Party have a record to be proud of and 
1 future to look forward to. In the words of the Minister of 
Iransport, Mr. John Boyd-Carpenter, “It is the Govern- 
ment’s firm intention to continue with a substantial pro- 
gramme of road construction and improvement, until the 
roads of this country are adequate for the traffic they have 
to bear.” (House of Commons, February 2, 1955.) 

The Conservative Party mean to bring our highway system 
ip to date, to make it safer and faster—but first, safer. The 
yearly toll of our roads is more than 200,000 casualties. This 
figure is far, far too high. The Conservative Party are anxious 
to do everything possible to reduce this human tragedy and 
loss. Our programme includes the elimination of many 
iccident “black spots.” This determined effort, backed by 
intensive road safety propaganda and the new Highway 
Code, should make our roads safer for both motorists and 
pedestrians alike. In particular we hope to see that children 
are educated to use the roads carefully, and ample care is 
taken to protect them where this is possible. Under the 
Conservative “ School Crossing Patrol Act 1953” the system 
f crossing patrols to get children safely to and from schools 
has been extended. 


Motorways 


To help traffic to flow between our cities, we plan to con- 
struct the first motorways on the pattern of the Continental 
“ Autobahn ” in this country. Our schemes are to be started 
some have already been started) over a four-year period— 
and the benefits will be felt by motorists throughout the 
country. 

The programme so far announced will ultimately attract 
£147 million in Exchequer grants. This will mainly be used 
for improving our existing road system. In addition to this, 
the Government intends to authorize the major schemes such 
as the building of the long distance motorways. It is indeed 
good that motorists can look forward to better roads. These 
new, far-reaching plans have been brought into the realms 
of reality only because of the economic recovery we have 
achieved during the last three and a half years of Conserva- 
tive Government. It is the first big programme of road im- 
provement since 1939, and is the sign that the Conservative 
Government are looking forward to, and have a full policy t

Road Improvements 


he previous Labour Government drew up a ten-year 
programme of road reconstruction and development which it 
was intended to put in hand as soon as the economic prob- 
lems of the immediate post-war period had been overcome. 
Although the economic difficulties which have caused the 
Conservatives to go to the country eighteen months earlier 
han they need may prove an obstacle, Labour will make 
every effort to put the plan into effect without delay. 

Labour regards the Tory Government’s patchwork pro- 
posals for the roads as entirely unsatisfactory. They can 
certainly not be regarded as a “ plan” for dealing with the 
existing problems, and will satisfy nobody. Had these pro- 
been determined solely by the need for better 
transport facilities, such projects as the Severn Crossing 
would not have been omitted. 

Further, in view of the high taxation already being borne 
by road users, Labour considers it would be unfair to add 
the burden of rolls, as the Conservatives propose. 

The mounting total of road accidents, the ever-increasing 
number of motor vehicles on the roads, both for business 
and pleasure, make it imperative that action should be taken 
as quickly as possible. This country must have adequate 
highways which will be to the benefit of all road users and 
aid our objective of increasing our economic strength. 

That task will be undertaken by a Labour Government in 
the national interest. But, while Labour will press ahead 
with this objective, it will inevitably be some years before 
the new road construction yields its benefits. 

In the meantime, it is necessary to make the most efficient 
use of road haulage capacity so that traffic congestion is not 
increased by the presence of unnecessary vehicles on the

Heavy Transport 


A Ministry of Transport survey in 1952 showed that 
British Road Services utilize their vehicles far more effi- 
ciently than do private operators. 

In the case of vehicles engaged predominantly in long 
distance road haulage (those with five tons unladen weight 
and over) British Road Services vehicles were over half 
loaded for 77 per cent of their mileage, and empty for only 
17 per cent. Similar privately owned commercial vehicles 
were over half loaded for only 56 per cent of the mileage 
that they ran, and they were running empty for 40 per cent 
f their total mileage—more than double the B.R.S 
proportion 

In terms of goods carried, this meant that B.R.S. vehicles 

f five tons and over (unladen weight) averaged 5,945 ton 
miles per week, compared with 3,070 ton miles of similar 
vehicles operated by private hauliers. 

Labour will see that the benefits resulting from the greater 
ficiency of British Road Services are not lost to the nation.

Apart from greater efficiency, the return of long distance 
road haulage to public ownership should mean an increase 
in road safety. Unlike many private operators, British Road 
Services have the repair facilities needed to operate a system 
of preventive maintenance so that mechanical defects can be 
discovered before they result in an accident. 

The possibility of accidents will also be reduced by the 
more careful observance of the laws relating to drivers’ 
hours of work, when long distance haulage concerns are 
returned from private to public ownership. 


LIBERAL 


IBERALS in the House of Commons have been con- 

sistently pointing out that rising costs in transport 

affect all other industries and all consumers more 
quickly than anything else. 

Mr. Grimond (Chief Liberal Whip) on the Finance Bill 
(Committee), April 30, 1952, said: “In this case, however, 
we feel—and we are fortified by the support, which last 
year we had from the party opposite [the Conservatives] 
and which this year comes from the party on this side of 
the Committee [the Labour Party]—that a very powerful 
case has been made for saying that this increased tax [fuel 
and road fund] will be a burden on industry, will damage 
our export trade and will do very great damage to the 
transport system of the country as a whole and in particular 
in the rural areas.” 


Road Construction 


National investment in road construction has long been a 
part of Liberal policy, dating from the establishment of a 
Road Board and the initiation of the Road Fund in 1909 
by a Liberal Chancellor of the Exchequer. Detailed and 
comprehensive proposals were made in Britain’s Industrial 
Future (the Yellow Book) and We Can Conquer Unemploy- 
ment, at the time of the 1929 General Election.

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But successive Governments have failed to do anything 
but patch; the Road Fund has long since disappeared and 
taxation of motor transport has far outstripped expenditure 
on roads. Today, Great Britain has probably the slowest- 
moving traffic in Europe; there are more vehicles to the 
mile than in any other country, and 85 per cent of the total 
expenditure on road transport goes on commercial road 
transport. We pay heavily in lives and disablement; conges- 
tion on the roads adds to industrial costs and is an increasing 
handicap for the export trade. 


Traffic Congestion 


Although the policy of decentralization of industry and 
the construction of new towns pursued by governments 
since the war should have decreased the congestion in the 
centres of cities, the results have been disappointing. This 
is largely because attention has been concentrated on the 
location of industry and too little on the location of com- 
merce, administration, and shops in relation to where thei 
workers live. Most cities like London are building enormous 
office or shop blocks, and the daily shuttle of traffic becomes 
steadily worse. 

During the present Parliament, Liberal members have 
been active in keeping the matter of roads and traffic con- 
gestion urgent. Mr. Holt (Liberal M.P., Bolton W.) on Feb- 
ruary 5, 1954, asked for an assurance from the Minister 
of Transport that the present level of expenditure on roads 
would be maintained while the extra £50 millions was being 
spent on road improvement and construction. 

Mr. Grimond (November 15 and 16, 1954) obtained 
the figures from the Minister for the average cost of con- 
structing fly-overs on main roads and of one mile of two-lane 
dual carriageway road on a trunk route, exclusive of land 
cost. In the debate on Roads (Traffic Congestion), 
November 4, 1954, Mr. Grimond said: “ I would not like the 
Minister to think that he can escape under a cloud of pallia- 
tives. Sooner or later he must tackle the road question 
because we cannot have an industrial country of this size 
with a totally inadequate and out-of-date road system to 
carry its goods. If the Minister is allowed to produce pallia- 
tives, such as restricting the amour of traffic, we shall never 
get anything done. ... I am certain that in the long run a 
radical reconstruction of the entire roads system must be 
carried out if our industry is not to labour for ever under 
an intolerable handicap.”

UN annually on May 30 on the 24-mile brick-and- 
asphalt oval of the Indianapolis Speedway, the 500- 
mile race has a unique place in U.S. sport. It 

is the only automotive competition that has captured the 
wholehearted interest of the American general public, the 
only one that receives the full, devoted attention of the 
American Press. And the questions that American race- 
goers are asking are these : How will the new all-enveloping 
coachwork show up? Will power steering prove worth 
while? How will the new drivers compare with the

similar bodies and running gear. But 1955 seems to 
be the beginning of a new experimental cycle in U.S. racing 
design. For the first time in several years the spectators 
at the 500—a couple of hundred thousand of them—will 
see a fine array of new and varied machines. 

Most startling to American eyes will probably be the 
fully streamlined car built by Frank Kurtis for Coca-Cola 
heir Chapman Root. Kurtis, whose “roadster” chassis 
and bodies have been a staple item of the 500 for several! 
seasons, has given as much thought to air flow in his new 
car’s interior as to its outer streamlining. The air for 
engine cooling is ducted through the engine space, under 
the driver, and out at the rear through an opening in the 
tail. Air for cooling tyres and brakes enters through two 
openings in each front mudguard, is then ducted through 
a tunnel in each side of the car’s body, and finally exhausted 
at the rear. There are other openings in the body envelope

to permit quick changing of wheels and tyres, and stil 
more openings in the “wheel bumps” so that the driver 
can observe tyre wear. 

A startling feature of the Kurtis-Root car is its large tail 


fin, which is an extension of the head-rest. The fin 
admittedly has a decorative purpose, but its prime function, 
according to the designer, is to create extra turbulence at 
the car’s rear, where an undesirable vacuum normally 
forms. The car will run with a plastic canopy during quali 
fying trials, though probably not during the race. 

Another new streamliner will be the Belond-Mirack 
Power car. More cautious in approach than the Root 
machine, it has a body as wide as the wheels, but no 
wheel “bumps” or wings. The body actually curves in 
between the front wheels, which are entirely exposed and 
form a part of the overall streamlined shape. The Belond 
car has another innovation: a two-way radio for pit-driver 
communication. The driver will wear a throat microphone, 
and have earphones in his helmet. 

Less apparent to the lay eye but even more interesting 
to enthusiasts is the variety of engines listed to run im this 
year’s classic. The most mysterious is the offering of Enzo 
Ferrari, who made his first try to crack Indianapolis in 
1952. The ’52 car was high in horse-power but its chassis 
was poorly suited to track racing. This year Ferrari hopes 
to improve his chances by running a hybrid machine that 
combines one of his newest racing engines with an Offen- 
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hauser flywheel, clutch and transmission and a Kurtis-Kraft 
500D chassis and body. At the time of going to press not 
much is known about the engine, except that it has six 
cylinders, weighs less than an Offenhauser 270, and 


reportedly produces more power with less fuel—an output

car. 

Another contender which, like Ferrari, has been beaten 
but is unbowed is the 3-litre supercharged Offenhauser. 
This tremendously powerful and promising machine has 
been run at Indianapolis several times in the past few years, 
but has been plagued by fuel-distribution and carburation 
problems. But this year Herb Porter and Stuart Hilborn, 
who have been responsible for the technical development 
of the engine, feel that they have the problem solved. 
Their new supercharger blows air only. The fuel injector 
valves are located in the conventional position, right against 
the intake port of each cylinder. A manifold carries equal 
quantities of air to each of the injectors; at that point, just 
before entry into the cylinders, the air is mixed with the 
fuel. 

The Offenhauser engine, basically unchanged for 20 
years, has been gone over with a fine tooth comb season 
after season to improve its performance and reliability 
This year Leo Goossen, Meyer and Drake’s executive 
engineer, says the scavenging oil pump has a capacity 
increase of 15 per cent. There is now a power take-off to 
drive a hydraulic pump for those cars with power steering 
With a few other refinements, the blown Offenhauser now 
develops 575 b.h.p. at 6,000 r.p.m.—and, Porter and 
Hilborn say, with no complications. 

Not as fearsomely powerful but particularly interesting 
to the American public are the several production car engines 
that will be used this year. Modified production engines 
have been run intermittently in the 500 in post-war years, 
but have had no success in more than a decade. Their 
sudden re-emergence is therefore rather surprising. Two 
of the stock engines this year will be 16-valve Studebaker 
V-cights equipped with twin overhead camshafts. Both 
of these develop well over 400 b.h.p. and may be challenging 
contenders. The third production entry is a Dodge V-eight 
with standard Dodge heads and rocker arms, a roller-tappet 
camshaft, oversize valves, heavy main bearing caps, Hilborn 
fuel injectors and a Scintilla magneto. This engine develops 
about 300 b.h.p. at 7,000 r.p.m. and will be used in one of

the Dean Van Lines’ two entries. In fact, there are three 
of these engines in preparation; one for practice, one for 
the qualifying runs and one for the race itself. 

Several engineefing improvements will be shared by a 
number of contenders. Many of the cars (including old 
faithful never-say-die Novi, to be driven by 1952 winner 
Troy Ruttman) will use new, 20in diameter magnesium 
wheels designed by Ted Halibrand. Instead of the solid 
discs usually used, these are perforated for better brake cool- 
ing; the wheels weigh in the order of 224lb. Many of the 
cars will also have new Halibrand disc brakes, with two 
hydraulic cylinders and four lining spots per wheel. And 
Firestone have developed—just in time for the race—a 
new racing tyre capable of running the full, gruelling 550- 
mile race without needing to be changed. Eight entries 
have the necessary modifications to permit use of the 
Monroe Auto Equipment Company’s power steering; five 
new Kurtis-built cars are designed to incorporate it—-the 
Ansted Rotary Engineering Special, Zink Special, Ander- 
son Special, Sumer Special and the Belanger Special; the 
Crawford, Jones and Maley and Chapman Specials also 
have the necessary bracket mountings. 

What all these innovations are likely to mean in the race 
is not difficult to predict. If weather and driver morale 
are good, the shattering 130.84 m.p.h. average speed of 
last year’s winner. will probably be exceeded in 1955.

Caravan Road Rally 


Over 100 Competitors 


N weather conditions more appro- 
priate to February than the middle 
of May, the Caravan Club held its 

second competitive road rally last week- 
end. From five starting points—Luton, 
Bristol, Peterborough, Nottingham and 
Carlisle—over 100 outfits started on 
Friday night for a 200-mile night road 
section ending at the Aintree course, near 
Liverpool. Here, the following day, was 
held a series of tests ending with a hill 
climb organized by the Liverpool Motor 
Club at Bannister Brow, near Parbold. 
The rally ended with a concours 
d’élégance and prize-giving at Southport. 
The major trophy went to the com- 
petitor with the most marks but, because 
of the great variety of caravans and tow- 
ing vehicles entered for the rally, a for- 
mula was devised to level competitors’ 
chances of winning a class award. For 
this the engine capacity in c.c.s (to the 
nearest 10) was divided by the weight of 
the van in cwts (to the nearest quarter 
cwt). From the resulting figures the com- 
petitors were divided into four classes: 
A, over 160; B, 111 to 160; C, 76 to 110; 
D, 55 to 75. 

An example of Class A was a Jaguar

Mark VII (3,442 c.c.) towing a Chelten- 
ham Gazelle (144 cwt) with an approxi- 
mate figure of 237. At the other end of 
the scale in Class D was an Austin A.40 
Countryman (1,200 c.c.) towing an Ensor 
Light Four (19 cwt). Two examples 
from the other two classes were: B, a 
Ford Zephyr (2,262 c.c.) towing a Paladin 
Mercury (15 cwt) and, C, a Jaguar Mark 
VII (3,442 cc.) towing a Car Cruiser 
Mayfair (35 cwrt). 

Although this formula worked well 
enough for a competitive rally it should 
not be forgotten that car weight also 
enters very largely into the choice of a 
suitable towing vehicle. The figures for 
the winner’s outfit were Wolseley Six- 
Ninety (2,639 c.c., 30} cwt) towing a 
Berkeley Cavalier (18 cwt). 

The formula was particularly advan- 
tageous to the Land-Rovers (1,997 c.c.), 
which are built and geared specially for 
such work, and it is therefore not sur- 
prising that they represented the largest 
number, 15, of any one type of towing 
vehicle; seven were trade entries. 

Standard Vanguards, with 13, were 
next in popularity and were towing vans 
varying from a 9ft Safari Minor weigh-

ing 12 cwt to a 15ft Grosvenor Merlin of 
30 cwt. Of Humber Super Snipes—a 
much-favoured towing vehicle in club 
circles—there were eight, and Jaguar 
Mark VII and Ford Zephyrs were next 
in populasity with seven each 

Most of the competitors found the 
night section rather boring and would 
have preferred less split-second timing 
and a more sporting course. Some had 
patches of excitement in re-finding the 
correct route after getting off course. At 
a surprise check held on the night sec 
tion, all competitors had to satisfy the 
marshals that they had ecither a spare 
wheel for the caravan or the necessary 
equipment to mend a puncture. 

There were complaints about making 
the competitors stay in the paddock after 
their arrival at Aintree. For the later 
numbers this meant imprisonment for 
several hours. The idea, presumably, 
was to prevent them having any advan 
tage over earlier competitors by watch- 
ing the tests in progress. Since in almost 
every case there were several vans wait- 
ing at each test, this precaution was 
defeated.

Each competitor was timed 
while he reached 30 m.p.h., in any gear 
and had then to get in to top and hav 
his braking performance checked by 
Tapley meter. Those outfits with inde- 
pendent caravan brakes showed up to a 
distinct advantage, though some which 
had only overrun brakes were very good 
Quite a number finished badly out of line 
ind O. C. Wombwell, Vauxhall Velox 
Car Cruiser Clubman, jack-knifed 
badly that he damaged both his car and 
van. The Clubman was a “ Special’ 
weighing 234 cwt—rather an unfair load 
for the Velox (21) cwrt). 

The next test was the uncoupling and 
handling test—a rather dull and pointless 
affair. It did, however, serve to treat the 
spectators to some entertainment as they 
watched the crews use Herculean efforts 
to save time by lifting the van noses 
nstead of employing the jockey wheels 
and screw jacks provided. Many of the 

ympetitors now know more about nose- 
weight than before the rally—especially 
those who had weighted theirs to improve 
towing characteristics 

a came a driving judgment test, in 

hich each competitor had to drive past 
i fine of bales of straw with three swing- 
ng panels projecting therefrom. The 
test was to touch each swinging panel, 
with either the car or the van, by not 
less than one inch or more than four 
inches. Many of the participants found 
this test the most difficult of all—it re- 
quires considerable mental effort to force 
oneself actually to hit anything. 

Farther along the track the competitors 
each wem through a reversing and siting 
test. This was much better planned than 
a similar test last year. Reversing is a

The final Aintree test was a demon- 
stration of fast towing. In this each 
competitor, from a flying start, was elec- 
trically timed over a straight quarter-mile, 
at the end of which he had to brake 
smoothly to a standstill, stopping between 
two lines 10ft apart, the first of which 
was 75 yards from the end of the timed 
section. Classes A and B had to average 
50 m.p.h. and C and D 45 m.p.h. 

Some good times were put up, but the 
strong wind and rain precluded any spec- 
tacular performances and, of course, the 
wind had more effect on the smaller 
powered cars. Some of the outfits put- 
ting up the best speed lost marks because 
of inability to pull up in the prescribed

distance. Of these H. F. Willows, Jaguar 
Mark VII-Freeman Talisman (31 cwt) 
and J. F. S. Dawson, Jaguar Mark VII- 
Burlingham Grassmere (20 cwt), who 
both clocked 17 seconds, were among 
those who overshot. 

As competitors finished at Aintree they 
drove over a day road section to South- 
port, in the course of which was a stop 
and restart test and timed hill climb on 
Bannister Brow, near Parbold. At a 1 in 
8 section near the summit, the com- 
petitors had to stop and restart without 
running back more than a foot—a severe 
test of both car and driver, particularly 
in the cases where the vans were fitted 
with overrun brakes, which are inoperable 
up hill 

On being given the signal to restart, 
each competitor was timed until he passed 
a line 30 yards farther on. A time of less 
than 20 seconds was stipulated. Most of 
the competitors went up with monotonous 
regularity—a greater incline than 1 in 8 
is indicated for next year—and some did 
very well. Among those we noted were 
I. Mantle, the eventual winner, and W. E 
Holgate, Humber Super Snipe- Holgac 
Silver Snipe (27 cwt), both of whom got 
19 out of a possible 20 marks for proficient 
—_— as well as returning times of 
104 a 74 seconds respectively. L. E. 
Bang winner of Class A, also with a 
Humber Super Snipe, but pulling a 
Paladin Mercury of 16} cwt, was quite 
exceptional, returning a time of 7 seconds. 

A surprising performance was that of 
A. G. Robertson, who towed a 22ft 
Thomson Solway (35 cwt) residential van 
with a 21 h.p. Talbot. 

Sunday morning saw the participants 
streaming out of the coach park in South- 
port, where they had stayed through a 
very stormy night, to take part in the 
concours d’élégance held on the lower 
promenade. Despite a strong and biting 
wind the good Lancastrians turned out in 
their hundreds to inspect the outfits. The 
trophy and awards were presented later in 
the Cambridge Hall by Lady Selsdon.

company will be bringing out two 

brand new makes of cars before 
very many months. They have just 
announced the formation of a new 
“special products division.” When 
they did this same thing in November, 
1953, the project resulted in the much- 
ballyhooed Continental, a super luxury 
car slated for introduction about next 
September. The recent announcement 
has touched off speculation that there 
will eventually be a fifth make in the 
Ford team. 

The idea, of course, is to put Ford 
in a better competitive position against 
General Motors (not so much 
Chrysler). In this land of mass manu- 
facturing and merchandizing, under 
intensely competitive conditions, cost 
is always a life-and-death factor. But 
there’s a weird twist on the cost factor 
that is becoming ever more important

in the auto industry. The cost of a car 
pretty much establishes its prestige 


value as a personal possession. Looks, 
performance, and quality are second- 
ary—and the recent trend to brilliant 
styling, luxury appointments, high 
performance and power accessories on 
our lowest-priced cars makes this only 
more true. In other words, many 
prospective customers, especially in the 
upper brackets, refuse to buy a par- 
ticular model because it doesn’t cost 
enough! 

So, obviously, to compete most 
effectively you must completely blanket 
your competitor’s price range. Ford 
now blankets the G.M. and Chrysler 
price range except in the area of the 
upper - medium-priced Buicks and 
Oldsmobiles. This is where the new 
car will fit in; it will be above the 
Mercury in price and “prestige,” but 
below the Lincoln - 

While on the subject of Ford’s com- 
petitive position in the industry, I’d 
like to bring out one aspect of the 
matter, which, I think, puts them at a 
disadvantage. All their lines are simply 
too much alike in styling and mech- 
anical features. The basic similarity 
in styling lines is obvious at first 
glance, especially between Mercury 
and Lincoln; differences are mostly a

matter of trim and chromework. 
Chrysler products show somewhat more 
variety, and G.M. offers a wide spread 
of styling motifs. Look at the difference 
between Buick and Cadillac and 
between Chevrolet and Oldsmobile. 
These cars lie in different price 
classes, but it is still important that 
there should be distinctive styling 
differences. 


* * * 


HEN there’s the matter of transmis- 
sions. Both Chrysler and Ford 
use the same basic automatic transmis- 
sion on all lines. I think this is a 
mistake. G.M. offers the Hydra- 
Matic, Dynaflow and Powerglide, all 
three of which operate on entirely dif- 
ferent principles and display widely 
varying performance characteristics. 
Engines are another questionable point. 
All Ford V8s are basically the same 
engine, varying mostly in relative size, 
compression, carburation, valve timing, 
and so on. We see a similar situation 
at Chrysler, though they use two basic 
combustion chamber designs. This is 
smart manufacturing economics, but I 
wonder if it is good sales psychology. 
G.M., on the other hand, could be 
said to have three basic V-eight designs 
available. The Oldsmobile and 


Cadillac engines, both six years old, are 
very similar, The Buick design is 
ultra-compact and light, and features a 
unique valve train and combustion 
chamber layout. The new Chevrolet 
and Pontiac V-eights are quite similar, 
and embody all the latest knowledge of 
engine design for mass production. In 
basic layout they lean toward the 
Cadillac and Oldsmobile, but can boast 
of the lowest weights for a V-eight in 
the industry, unique valve train con- 
struction and an unusual cooling 
system. 

They say variety is the spice of life. 
G.M. has certainly taken the hint. . 
and I can’t help but wonder if it isn’t 
costing Chrysler and Ford a deep cut 
of the market. 

* . . 

GUESS everything I’ve said so far 

has been pretty “pro-G.M.” I 
don’t mean to be, but we've got to face 
facts. That bunch knows all the tricks 
in this U.S. auto game. And here 
comes another blow: it now appears 
definite that the 1955 Buick Century is 
the hottest in acceleration of all U.S. 
production cars. Enough published 
road tests are now on the books 
coupled with data from my own test 
programme) to establish this—in my 
mind, at least! Some other models 
will show a higher maximum speed, but 
the Century will “ walk” them from a 
standing start—or from any constant 
speed—up to 80 m.p.h. or so, with 
either Dynaflow or manual shift. Typi- 
cal performance figures for a _ well- 
tuned °55 Century (entirely stock) 
would be: 0-30 m.p.h., 3.3 sec; 0-60 
m.p.h., 9.5; standing quarter-mile, 17.5; 
top speed, 111 mp.h. (Admittedly, 
though, put any given Century side-by- 
side with a Chrysler 300 or Ford 
Thunderbird in good tune, and I 
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wouldn’t lay a dime on anything but 
the first 150 feet or so; it would be 
close.) 

Incidentally, I pick the Century to 
lead the performance parade next year, 
too. They'll have 10 to 1 compression 
ratio for 1956, hotter valve timing, and 
will rate right around 270 b.h.p.—and 
a new version of the Dynaflow will 
feature two variable-pitch stators! 
This will increase the efficiency over a 
wider speed band and give just that 
much more dig out on the road, 
coupled with the increased compres- 
sion, which will add torque 

. * * 


\ JHILE on this subject of perform- 

ance, they tell me Ford will offer 
a McCulloch supercharger as optional 
equipment on the Thunderbird next 
year. They’ve got to do something 
about these rampaging family cars like 
the Buick! A good Thunderbird will 
barely stay with our hottest full-size 
cars on acceleration and will fre- 
quently come out on the short end in 
a top-speed go, which just goes to show 
how fast performance is shooting up 
on family cars over here. A manufac- 
turer brings out a hot 3,000 Ib two-seater 
—and within a few months 4,000 Ib 
family cars are giving it a rough time. 
Customers who buy supposedly “ high- 
performance” sports cars don’t exactly 
go for the idea. (The whole trouble, 
of course, is that the air drag and roll- 
ing resistance of the two-seaters is not 
nearly as much lower than full-size 
passenger cars as One would figure at 
first glance. Analysis proves this. It 
takes brute horse-power and torque to 
make "em go, just as it does the big 
jobs.) 

Anyway, to maintain the necessary 
edge in performance for the Thunder- 
bird, Ford is now faced with locating 
big chunks of extra engine output, con- 
siderably more than they can get with 
“minor” modifications like mcreasing 
compression one ratio, hotter valve 
timing and doubling carburettor capa- 
city. The two most logical answers 
are supercharging (since we now have 
a highly developed domestic unit avail 
able) or a hopped-up Lincoln engine 
The former apparently looks more 
attractive. On paper, the McCulloch 
pump on the Thunderbird looks good 
for a 0-60 m.p.h. time of 7} sec and top 
speed close to 125 m.p.h.—which should 
keep it safely ahead of the pack for a 
year or two. But my experience is that 
these things usually don’t work out 
practice as they do on paper. [I’m im- 
mediately reminded of a friend in Ohio 
who has put a McCulloch on his 1955 
Thunderbird and now he’s pretty 
broken up because he can just 
away from a friend’s supposedly 
1955 Century in a standing-start go 

Chevrolet is in a similar spot with 
the Corvette.

onslaught of the rampaging American 


passenger cars! 
* * * 
ALL my glib talk of 10 to 1 compres- 
. sion ratios next year may have you 
wondering how we are able to keep on 
increasing the compression of our pro- 
duction engines without getting into 
serious problems of detonation and 
pre-ignition, especially after a couple 


of thousand miles of carbon build-up. 


Actually, there are several angles to 
this matter. One aspect often forgotten 
is that the road octane requirement of 


a given engine is less when it is driving 


through a torque converter-type of 
transmission than it would be with a 
plate clutch and manual shift—or even 
with a fluid clutch like the Hydra- 
Matic. Any engineer will tell you that 
generally an engine’s critical detonation 
point is under high-density, low-turbu- 
lence intake charge conditions, or with 
full throttle at 800-1,000 r.p.m. With 
a torque converter the engine will turn 
up a certain predetermined r.p.m. on 
full throttle when the output shaft is 
stalled; this means that engine speed 
will never fall below this point with full 
throttle (except for a split second as it 
is accelerating through the range). This 
is called the “stall speed,” and it will 
average 1,600 r.p.m. on conventional 
converters over here. This is well 
above the critical knock range. And 
with the new variable-pitch Dynafiow 
the stall speed on low pitch (automatic- 
ally cut in at full throttle) is up around 
2,500 r.p.m. This permits Buick to use 
9 to 1 compression ratio with a com- 
bustion chamber not noted for its knock 
resistance 
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“Hot” valve timing is another fac- 
tor that permits higher compression 
ratio; this serves to reduce compres- 
sion pressure at very low speed. This 
is how Cadillac can get away with 9 to 
1 ratio with the Hydra-Matic transmis- 
sion, which permits some degree of 
“lugging” in the 1,000 r.p.m. range 
Oldsmobile, who use this gear box in 
conjunction with relatively “cool’ 
valve timing for maximum torque, are 
on the ragged edge with 84 to 1 ratio. 
In both cases spark advance must be 
compromised considerably. 

And then, of course, our fuel 
chemists are not standing still as re- 
gards octane quality available at the 
corner filling station. A recent survey 
showed the national average octane rat- 
ing for premium grade gasoline to be 
up around 95 (Research), some two 
points higher than last year! As a 
matter of fact, the oil companies are 
scuffing around in the throes of a 
minor “octane race” all their own. 
Leonard started it last summer by 
ballyhooing a 96-octane brand in cer- 
tain areas of the country. Early this 
year Humble Oil (a Standard subsidi- 
ary) went one better by announcing a 
97-98 rating. Several other companies 
followed quickly. And now Universal 
Oil Products Co., of San Antonio, 
Texas, has just announced the develop- 
ment of a new refining process with 
which they can produce motor fuel—in 
quantity—with a rating over 100 
octane! (No information was given on 
the process itself.) Universal are not 
in production yet, but they say they can 
get rolling any time demand warrants. 
With some models slated to go to 10 to 
1 compression for 1956—and with 12 
to 1 ratios definitely in the cards—that 
day may not be far off. 

The recent announcement by Uni- 
versal reminds me of a similar an- 
nouncement made a couple of years ago 
by Bill Haladay, of Socony-Vacuum; he 
said they had the knowhow to produce 
98-octane fuels in quantity whenever 
demand warranted. The statement 
seemed a little on the bright side at the 
time, but that day is here now. To- 
morrow itll be 100-octane . and 
then who knows?

Bristol, the colour of old burgundy (like the last, 
which was a 404), and I have lost my heart again. For 
the next thousand miles I think only of a number—405— 
and the tenth commandment must remain in abeyance 
until that streamlined and finned tail has disappeared 
along the Bath Road for Bristol. 

You can approach this car in the cold light of reason, 
which reveals six cylinders, 1,971 c.c. of capacity, and a 
long stroke of 96 mm. The bore is 66 mm and the 
overhead valves in the hemispherical combustion cham- 
bers are operated from a single side camshaft through 
vertical and diagonal push-rods. The compression ratio 
is 8.5 to 1 and there are three carburettors ready to 
respond to the accelerator. They do. This is a unit 
which is positively angelic in its response to the driver. 
It will make the fairly heavy car (2,712 Ib) trickle through 
a city on a silent third gear; it will thrum up through the 
gears to 70 mp.h. and then waft the car almost noise- 
lessly along the open road in overdrive, or it will take 
over the job of accelerating up to a hundred with a throaty 
hammer that sets the fingertips tingling excitedly. The 
Bristol 405 is the litmus paper that decides whether a 
driver has a soul or not. It he dismisses the car as a 
high-eiliciency 2-litre with a good aerodynamic shape he 
is absolutely right, but that is all. The 405 is a car to 
gloat over, whereupon the litmus shows a positive 


response. 


- Ts time,” I say to myself sternly, “ you must be 


Escape of a Commuter 


I used this car for two or three days over the normal 
commuting route. Then, on a starlit Friday night we 
headed west for Wales, and on a sunny Saturday it was 
driven hard round the Principality and back to Here- 
ford, to detour gently back to London on Sunday via 
Malvern. By that time it was a wrench to hand it back. 

The Bristol provides motoring of a type that is in- 
separable from the traditional heavy-membered chassis. 
Once the separate chassis goes such motoring disappears, 
and only two or three production cars remain to exploit 
its virtues. The Bristol is one of the finest exponents of 
them. It sits down solidly on the road, feels entirely in 
one piece, and allows its wheels to respond to the ups and 
downs instead of its passengers. If the suspension (trans- 
verse leaf in front, torsion bars behind) cannot cope 
entirely, the body makes a brief and grudging up and 
down movement, quickly damped out, that upsets no one, 
not even the passenger asleep at 90 mp.h. The ratio of 
sprung to unsprung weight is high, in other words, Al-Fin 
brake drums and light alloy wheels doing their share in 
keeping it so. Once the car is steered off the straight line 
and centrifugal force begins to thrust a shoulder against 
one side or the other, further appreciations grow. The 
weight is concentrated as low down as possible (the 
almost underslung and very roomy luggage locker is a 
brilliant example of thought in this context) and its dis- 
position is excellent. The spare wheel is in the wing 
just aft of the left-hand front wheel, and the battery 
balances it over the other side. Polar moment of inertia

has been carefully considered and the reluctance of the 
car to slide is assisted by a longish wheelbase—9{t 6in— 
and by the fitting as standard of Michelin X tyres. The 
405 is leechlike on corners; presumably it slides at some 
combination of velocity and steering radius, but it is a 
point of departure that I have no wish to reach. 

One starts to throw this car into corners after a very 
few miles of driving. The high-geared steering (trans- 
verse rack and pinion) responds to the single quick turn 
of the two-spoked wheel, and the 405 goes round, as 
uncompromisingly upright as a Calvinist pastor, and with 
the cunningly shaped luxury of the seats holding the 
occupants against a radial acceleration that feels like 
g plus. 

I cannot fault this steering. Castor action, road 
response (through the X tyres, remember) directional 
accuracy—all are just right; for me, at any rate. You 
can put on a pair of sun-glasses at leisure oa the straight 
at eighty, though anyone outside the bristol’s body, 
which seems a light alloy haven of safety at such speeds, 
would probably be horrified to observe your doing so. 
The only feature that I would criticize that is even 
remotely connected with the steering is the stiffness of 
the central boss horn switch, which makes the informa- 
tive “pip” of the horn difficult; the triviality of such a 
criticism serves to emphasize the general excellence. 

Two litres are not many, in contemporary motoring 
terms, with which to provide the performance of which 
the Bristol is capable, and the work on the engine has 
obviously been crafty and thorough. When it is turning 
over at 5,000 r.p.m. the output exceeds 100 b.h.p. and 
the driver is given every means by which to make best 
use of the power. There is a freewheel on first gear, 
with the result that first is usable, and should be used, 
with the utmost freedom for low-speed acceleration. The 
short, rigid gear lever, remotely controlling the box and 
falling exactly to the left hand, has a precise and satisfy- 
ing movement through the gears until it comes back— 
usually at around 60 m.p.h.—to the penultimate ratio, 
which is top. After that there is the overdrive, controlled 
by a miniature facia lever on the right of the main instru- 
ment panel. 


The operation of this is delightful. Once the car is

im top the lever can be moved upwards and the over- 
drive comes in automatically; the movement is feather- 
light to the finger. The rev counter needle swings back 
about 500 r.p.m. and the crankshaft then loafs around 
to a just-audible high-pitched croon from abaft the gear 
box, where the overdrive is located. If you wish to 
return to top gear, then the facia lever is flicked back and 
a slight increase of throttle will smooth the transition. 
But if you want an indirect gear then you merely change 
down and the overdrive automatically cuts out, which I 
find a good thing, being merely embarrassed by the avail- 
ability of overdrive indirects. The Bristol satisfies in a 
way that few things in life do. 

If you are going to send an aerodynamic shape along a 
road at 90 to 100 m.p.h., then you will need good brakes 
to stop it, for the wind resistance is low and therefore 
unhelpful in deceleration. On the 405 there are 168 sq in 
of brake lining getting a grip on the Al-Fin drum 
interiors, a two-leading grip in front, and a leading and 
trailing one at the rear. The resultant friction heat is 
dissipated with the aid of the brake drum finning and 
holes in the light alloy wheel discs, and not once did this 
Lockheed system give any cause for disquiet. Even the 
hand brake inspires confidence, with a hefty central lever 
topped by a black plastic handle and thumb-operated 
ratchet. It holds—tight—no matter what the slope. 
Pedal pressure for the brakes is medium until the dog runs

out when the speedometer needle is over-centre, and then 
you must tread good and hard for the really drastic stop. 
Cheltenham, Gloucester, Ross, Hereford, Kington and 
Cross Gates—average main road, finishing up and around 
the Radnor Hills; the spring sun streamed down, the 
spring colours—green, primrose yellow and wild hyacinth 
blue—streamed by. It was noon when we started up A483, 
which jinks and winds alongside the burbling and, on that 
Saturday, sunlit Ithon. The 405 clung resolutely to the 
route, darting like a trout up the contour of the stream. 
I would have liked to have seen it from an aircraft, a ruby 
arrow on that yellow ribbon of road through a green 
countryside. To climb above the car is to confirm how 
absolutely right-looking the shape is from every angle. 


Overlooked 


After a picnic lunch in a sunny and wind-sheltered 
ravine (from which an eye could be cocked to the shapely 
visage of the Bristol, peering over the lip) we went 
farther north until, at four o’clock, Snowdon was high 
on the left, Llyn Gwynant shimmered behind us and the 
Pen-y-Gwryd hotel lay in front on the Capel Curig road, 
with its aura of splendid tragedy in high places—Mallory 
and Irvine, gone these thirty years on the last terrible 
thousand feet of Everest. The road that runs through 
Capel Curig to A5 is wavy, and the speed had to stay 
below 60 m.p.h., but once A5 had roared in from Holy- 
head only its curves and the Saturday traffic held the car 
back. The 130 miles that lay between us and a bottle of 
Volnay at the friendly Green Dragon at Hereford were 
covered at over 46 m.p.h. and one grew almost con- 
temptuous of a mere eighty. 

All this in a silence and comfort that add up to luxury, 
a luxury that breeds confidence and contentment, one of 
my passengers assures me. “Ninety is like 60 in other 
cars.” How well one knows the phenomenon! The fine 
stone-grey leather, piped with black, the excellent visi- 
bility all round, the twin-speakered radio—all of them 
pander to the sybaritic in man. The controls flatter his 
power complex. Everything is there, to hand, working 
silently and efficiently. At might the seven dials of the 
main instrument cluster glow softly at the behest of the 
rheostat. The black leather surround leaves the screen 
reflection-free and so nothing distracts from the clean 
swathe of the head light beams; the foot dip interposes 
a sharp cut-off and then the speed must come down from 
the highest ranges, but otherwise this car is as happy at 
night as by day. Indeed, the 405 seems positively cal- 
culated to make its occupants happy. The car is a joy in 
the way that beautiful things always are, and that is why 
its high price is acceptable. By building into it such

I 
would imagine that with fast but considerate driving in 
open country it is fairly easy to get 25 m.p.g., and the 
quality in the materials and workmanship should make 
everything long-lasting. The car will not “date” (it is, 
in any case, about ten years ahead of most in its lines) 
and it is in that category of possessions that retain their 
beauty even when they are antique. However, when a 
car shape is functional aerodynamically, it is difficult to

see how it can be supplanted unless there is a move back 
to aerodynamic inefficiency for the sake of other con- 
siderations—hardly a likely contingency. 

How functionally aerodynamic is the Bristol? The 
driver can only guess, but my ing that I was 
unaware of the work that went into the body shape— 
would be that it is better than any other British saloon 
at the moment. The uncanny way in which a falling leaf 
will follow the contour of the front, about an inch from 
the cellulose, until is disappears over the roof peak, is 
one proof; the undeviating line in high winds is another. 
The absence of wind noises is a third and the delightful 
freedom of the car’s gait a fourth. 

Perhaps the most impressive aspect of the Bristol 405 
is its all-round efficiency. The car provides a judiciously 
balanced mixture of all the motoring virtues, achieved 
with only two litres of engine size. Sometimes you can 
hear a motorist criticize the engine size and demand some- 
thing bigger. In the same way people will say that the 
Morris Minor would be so much better if it had a 14-litre 
engine. The argument, to me, is nonsensical. A 
designer sets out to achieve a certain object; he decides 
that he can do so efficiently with an engine of a certain 
size and proceeds to do it. He can, admittedly, achieve 
another object—higher speed, greater acceleration and 
suchlike—by using a larger engine, but there is no virtue 
in installing a larger engine unless the sights are 
deliberately so raised. The 405 achieves its object with 
a unique completeness, as far as I am concerned, by 
giving me a motoring experience that moves the car to 
the top of the list of those that I most covet.

Repairing Tubeless 
Tyres 


NAIL-HOLE repair outfit for rube- 
less tyres has been introduced by 
the Goodyear Tyre and Rubber Co. 
Great Britain), Ltd. This Simplug kit 
contains cement, rubber plugs and a 
wood-handled bodkin with an open eye. 


The tool, dipped in the cement and in- 
serted in the hole, leaves cement in place, 
so that the rubber plug subsequently 
inserted with the tool seals well and is 
secured in place. There are nine plugs 
of varying sizes. A plug twice the dia- 
meter of the object causing the puncture 
is recommended; the rubber is soft, and 
compresses easily. The repair does not 
require skill, and it is not necessary to 
remove the tyre from the wheel.

HIGH-SPEED 


UCH time—and many marks— 

are given to driving tests in the 

two-day Morecambe Rally of the 
Lancashire A.C. A stretch of promenade, 
with barrels, straw bales, timing cabin, 
public address loudspeakers and grand- 
stand, assumes the aspect of a miniature 
Silverstone. On Friday, May 13, com- 
petitors started from controls at Bristol, 
Luton, Lichfield, Manchester, Leeds, 
Morecambe and Glasgow. The entry was 
overwhelmingly northern and the Scots 
from Glasgow made a strong contingent 
of the total 164 entries. In the evening, 
a large body of later starters left Preston. 
All routes converged, and from then on 
time-keeping and navigation were heavily 
tested. A test at Catshaw Hill was held; 
L. J. Tracy’s Jaguar put up the fastest 
time, other good runs being by an Austin- 
Healey (F. M. Marsh) and J. W. Wad- 
dington’s Triumph. 

At the end the day’s work, one of 
the handful of Southerners, A. G. Norgard, 
a Londoner driving an H.R.G., led quite 
handsomely on fewest-marks-lost. J. D. 
Irlam (Ford), of Prestbury, was runner up. 
Then began the night navigation in the 
Lake District, after a promenade sprint- 
and-stop test. 

The week-end weather was very mixed — 
at times fair, at others filthy. It was punc- 
tuated with torrential squalls, some of hail. 
The night navigation, in the Lake District, 
fortunately did not depend on bad or 
borderline surfaces, most minor roads there 
being firm and stony. It was more an affair 
of wiggling about, getting lost—and 
arguing. But the rains had swollen two 
watersplashes, which proved rather diffi- 
cult, Besides the temporary and general 
loss of brakes, at least one competitor was 
in trouble with a flooded and slipping 
clutch. 

Though difficult, the night ruan—Levens

K were key points—was only 
as miles. Some made it more! But 
everyone had the opportunity of some 
sleep at Morecambe; the aim was to make 
the rally practical for single drivers, al- 
though a three-day event.

ground—between ie road 
and the sea lies a sufficiently broad pedes- 
trian promenade. It has a surface of 
synthetic red sandstone affording a much 
better grip than concrete. It stayed good 
when torrential rain fell, so that although 
later entries were handicapped, their times 
were remarkably close to those of com- 
parable cars which had had dry runs. On 
take-off, a bit of wheelspin took the place 
of clutch-spin; on the difficult hairpin, 
where the dry surface prevented drivers 
getting the tail to slide out and help 
the car round, the wet made it easy. But 
hailstones, at one stage, caused two to 
slide into retaining walls. 

R. A. Gouldborn, more than half-way 
through the entry, put up a splendid time 
with his Triumph TR2, driven with great 
dash. The test started with a sprint to 
a pair of pylons providing a fast swerve, 
then went on to the famous hairpin round 
two marks; on the return journey, there 
was the swerve through the pylons (again, 
a stop and reverse into a “garage”; and 
finally a last outward journey—a straight 
sprint—ending with a crash stop at the 
timing line. (There was as much incident 
at the halt as at the wiggles, some of the 
cars completing their stop broadside.) 

J. McBrown (with a Triumph from 
Glasgow) succeeded in turning so sharply 
at the hairpin that he between the 
centre marks; disqualification was a pity, 
for it was actually more difficult to do it 
that way!

HEN visiting a strange town, I like to stroll 
around the backways and absorb the atmosphere, 


watching the workmen in the streets, the children 
and the passers-by. Abingdon was one of the friendliest 
towns I had ever been to, and everyone I met was 
genuinely happy to help a stranger, even such a strange 
stranger with a notebook and large, unwieldy camera. Out 
in this Berkshire town, one is far enough away from the 
cosmopolitan capital—60} miles to be exact—to find a 
place with character of its own, a character which goes 
back beyond the inception of the plastic-protected M.G. 
Magnettes which swing through its streets at regular inter- 
vals from the nearby M.G. factory, also the home of Riley 
Pathfinders. 

I was taken there by a Berkshire inhabitant, with the 
promise that Abingdon would display for me an old county 
hall whose lower storey arches still shelter a market on 
Mondays. The first sight which met 
the car as it turned in from the 
Henley road was a tall mass of scaf- 
folding and wooden planks, busily 
supporting workmen who swarmed 
over it like Lilliputians in Gulliver's 
Travels. The county hall was either 
having a spring clean or an overhaul, 
but I was not sorry, as what could be 
seen of the building above its sand- 
wich boards looked Victorian— 
although it was built in the eighteenth 
century—and unimpressive. Every- 
one knows how difficult it is to argue 
with a Berkshire man about the rela- 
tive merits of anything which belongs 
to his county! 

A one-way system operates in 
the centre of the town, which is 
rather confusing until the geography 
becomes clear, but with a little

navigational care it is possible to get to one’s destination 
in an average journey of 14 laps. My primary destination 
was a car park, for it is impossible to browse successfully 
in acar. Following the signs, I drew into a space beside 
other vehicles near empty market pens, locked the car 
and walked down into the cobbled market place, only to 
find that the square was full of parked cars with a 
uniformed attendant. Nobody seemed to mind the Riley 
being left in the market, so it stayed. 

The first voyage of exploration was not completely 
successful, for it led me out to a recreation ground (Abbey 
Meadow) by the river; however, it was pleasant to sit on 
a log and enjoy sunshine and sandwiches, reading the 
town’s history in between bites. An abbey originally 
founded in 675 gave Abingdon its name and I strolled out 
of the meadow trying to find some ruins of the building, 
ending before long in the Abbey Gardens, a pleasant park 
with perambulators, a statue of Queen Victoria and 
chaffinches fluttering between the young leaves, to the 
background noise of an energetic woodpecker. There were 
some ruins in here, faintly monastic-looking, too, and there 
was an intriguing black and white notice nailed to one grey 
wall. This said: “These ruins are not the remains of 
Abingdon Abbey,” and just behind were places which one 
associates with public parks but not with historic remains. 

The road back into the town centre passes under a gate- 
house which is one of the surviving abbey buildings; it 
dates from about 1460 and is in the polished perpendicular 
style which gives pleasure to the esthetically minded.

ever, their bases which slide on rails and provide, on this particu- 
lar model, a very considerable range of adjustment. The seats 
were then replaced by flat platforms, about 22in <x 22in, to the 
rear edge of which a similar sized panel (made, in my case, 
of fireproof Weyroc) was hinged. All that remained was (a) to 
provide some means of fixing the latter in the upright position 
and some easy means of dropping it down flat—serviceably, if 
a little crudely effected by two pairs of long bolts; (b) to cover 
this very stout unwarpable frame with Dunlopillo cushions cut 
to shape; and while these, forming a bench seat if the seats 
are aligned, may not be as comfortable to drive in as 
the bucket type, the advantage of “making up one’s 
bed” within three minutes, and without the nuisance of tent 
poles and pegs amply made up for such a deficiency, 

The crux of the matter lies in the front seat adjustment avail- 
able, to allow seats to be moved sufficiently forward to gain a 
maximum “knee-room” space. I should emphasize that, though 
my particular car (at present being replaced by a professionally 
made Nash sleeper) was a conversion, the dimensions of pre-war 
Hillman saloons and dropheads permit, in conjunction with the 
rear seat, some 68in of sleeping accommodation, a small cut-out 

‘in the passenger’s “bed” being necessary to fit round the 
handbrake. 

My conversion provided almost luxurious sleeping accommo- 
dation for two adults during a 2 months, 5,500 mile trip around 
France, Switzerland, Italy and Austria last summer—the more 
acceptable on a night when traditional campers were flooded out 
of their tents at Andermatt during an Alpine downpour!

A New Confusion 
Winking Reflection of Head Lamp Glasses 


[66438.]—The fitting of reflectors and winking indicators— 
often close together and difficult to distinguish at a glance—has 
placed a new peril in the path of following drivers. Owners of 
oldish cars are probably alive to it already. 

My car (12-60 Alvis, 1932) is fitted with Lucas P-100 head 
lamps, which are fronted with a large flat sheet of glass. I often 
have to drive down a busy shopping street into direct sunlight.

“ relayed ” by the reflectors of the car in front, and it is often 
impossible to tell whether the driver in front is signalling a left 
turn or a right turn or going straight on. 

Modern cars fitted with head lamps with ribbed glasses will 
not be subject to this confusion; but it certainly keeps the drivers 
of “old-timers” on the alert. Not a bad thing, perhaps, as the 
drivers themselves slide imperceptibly into old age.

“A Matter of Accuracy” 
He Adjusted His Own Speedometer 


(66441.}—When my car was new, I checked the mileage 
recorder against a continuous series of some 10 mile posts and 
established the fact that it was 14 per cent fast. This is the 
least possible error, which can increase only in the event of tyre 
wear or under-inflation; the former case can, assuming a quarter 
f an inch tread wear on a 26in wheel, amount to 2 per cent, 
as Mr. Killick so rightly points out in his letter [66399]. 

There is no cure for this, as it is a simple matter of gear ratios 
worked out by the car and speedometer manufacturers jointly, 
ind operates entirely to the advantage of the former, as it en- 
nances petrol consumption, tyre wear and maintenance figures; 
t is not excusable. 

My speedometer has been between 5 and 6 per cent fast by 
several stop-watch tests, but can be readily adjusted by altering 
the anchorage of the controlling hair spring to render it very 
nearly correct. ‘Manufacturers continue to use this inaccuracy to 
gain extra m.p.h.—this must be quite the cheapest way known 
of “tuning for performance.” 

Let there be an end to this hoodwinking—these instrument 
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continued 


should be set slightly slow so as to obtain correct results “on 
average,” and proper calibration of the speedometer will ensure 
that 30 m.p.h. is not exceeded in built-up areas.

[66442.]—This photograph shows what corrugations are like 
in head lights; they are just as rough as they appear and, of 
course, very dusty.

They form on any metal or dirt road 
over which traffic passes, and it is necessary to travel at speed 
over them. 

The strain on springing, steering and dampers and the wear 
on tyres can be imagined, but it seems to me that your manu- 
facturers do not appreciate it, especially over dampers.

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HE Ulster Automobile Club’s 

revived Ulster Trophy Race on the 

Dundrod circuit reverted to handi- 
cap status last Saturday; cross-Channel 
support was poor, though it would have 
been better had late entries been accep- 
ted, W.T. Smith, of Lincoln, taking part 
in his first important race, drove an ex- 
Ecurie Ecosse C-type Jaguar to win by 
55 seconds at 86.77 m.p.h. 

Desmond Titterington, on the scratch 
mark in the new Ecurie Ecosse D-type 
Jaguar, gave a lap’s start in 24 to Smith: 
he put up a fastest lap at 91.43 m.p.h— 
only three seconds slower than the sports 
car record set up in the last T.T. Race 
by Hawthorn in the Ferrari, But Smith 
made no mistakes and, although Titter- 
ington averaged 89.86 m.p.h., the Belfast 
driver finished nearly a minute in arrears; 
he had the consolation of winning the 
Ulster Trophy for fastest finisher, being 
the first Irishman to do so. 

Among non-starters was N. Sander- 
son (D-type Jaguar), whose car had not 
been repaired since its Silverstone mis- 
hap. On limit mark were two saloons, 
W. L. Hennessy’s 896 D.K.W. and Wil- 
bert Todd’s Anglia, which received a 
start of six laps and 5} min from Titter- 
ington. Another saloon, a 1,390 c.c. Hill- 
man, was driven by C. W. E. Maunsell; the 
rest of the field included a blown Maser- 
ati, Jaguars, Lotuses, TR2s, Austin- 
Healeys, M.G.s, Ford Specials and a 
500 c.c. single-cylinder Kieft. 

In the early stages the three saloons 
led the field with Todd putting in laps 
at 644 m.p.h., which was considerable 
going for a family saloon that is driven 
in trials and rallies and used about town.

three Maseratis and a Ferrari Mondiai, 
and the 1}-litre class a number of very 
fast 550 Porsches together with a Jone 
Gordini, In the 750 c.c. class most of 
the cars were based on Panhard or 
Renault components. 

The weather was far from promising, 
with grey skies and showers, but as the 
starting time drew near the clouds cleared 
away and the competitors got away to a 
good start in bright sunshine, with the 
exception of Baxter, whose Kieft proved 
difficult to start and set off about a 
minute late. For a time, the Cooper- 
Bristol was well up with the leaders, but 
as a fierce struggle developed between 
the Gordinis and the Ferrari, it was 
wisely decided to hold a more sedate pace 
and let the others fight it out among 
themselves.

culties, hardly surprising in view of the 
lack of time for preparation. The Kieft 
came in after 55 minutes with fuel in- 
jection trouble, to be followed by the 
Lister which was suffering from fluctua- 
tion of oil pressure. After some adjust- 
ments, Beetson took over from Horridge 
but, having completed only a couple of 
laps, retired with a big end gone. In the 
early evening the Morgan suffered a 
imilar fate, and the Cooper-Bristol was 
in trouble with water in the fuel, neces- 
itating several pit stops. 

At this stage the first two places were 
held by Gordinis with the Ferrari close 
behind but, as darkness fell, the Ferrari 
ran out of road and was too badly 
damaged to continue; shortly afterwards 
the Cooper-Bristol sustained damage to 
the oil radiator which necessitated its 
retirement. The Kieft, still officially in 
the race, was in the pits; the sole British 
entry actually running was the Frazer 
Nash and it, too, had to have the radiator 
replenished every half-hour. Threlfall 
brought the car into the pits in the early 
morning with a broken rear damper 
mounting; a crack in the differential 
housing was discovered and the Nash 
joined the sad group in the paddock. 

Early in the morning the leading 
Gordini made a lengthy stop and was 
overtaken by the three Maseratis and two 
of the Porsches, which were having things 
all their own way in the 1}-litre class

and were, in fact, occupying second and 
fifth places on general classification. The 
leading Panhards in the 750 class were 
ahead of several larger cars. 

Deeley and his mechanic, after more 
than twelve hours’ work, managed to get 
the Kieft running, albeit on only three 
cylinders (and sometimes fewer) but, 
undaunted, Baxter and Deeley set off to 
rejoin the fray, 252 laps behind the class 
leader. The car was in and out of the 
pits every few laps, but occasionally it 
would pick up on all four cylinders and at 
these times it performed in a most inspir- 
ing manner. It was a great pity when, at 
midday, the car had to drop out with a 
cracked piston—a sad end to a very sport- 
ing effort. 

By Sunday noon two of the Maseratis 
had fallen out and the remaining one 
had been overtaken by the two leading 
Porsches which were thus leading the en- 
tire race, a position which they held to 
the finish, The Maserati was third on 
general classification and first in the 
2-litre class, second place being taken by 
the Gordini which had led the race in 
its early stages, while Panhards occupied 
the first three places in the 750 class.

HEN the entry list for the twelve- 

hour sports car race at Rheims 

appears, it will include the un- 
familiar name of “ Phoenix, 1,960 c.c. 
Drivers: Raymond Flower and Ernest 
MacMillan.” 

The car has been built to the design 
of Raymond Flower, managing director of 
the Flower Organization in Egypt, who 
is responsible for the Phoenix project. 
The car has been produced with an eye 
to international events on the Continent 
and in Britain this year; the specification 
is up to date and ‘should prove potent. 
The 1,960 c.c., twin o.h.c., four-cylinder 
engine, with S.U. fuel injection and an 
output of 145 b.h.p. at 5,800 r.p.m., is 
built by Turner of Wolverhampton and 
installed in a lightweight tubular chassis, 
with a de Dion rear axle designed by 
Lister of Cambridge.

The circuit, which twists and climbs 
through the streets of Monte Carlo, 
has a lap length of jess than two miles; 
the existing lap record of 63.3 m.p.h. 
(von Brauchitsch, Mercedes-Benz, 
1937) is indicative of its nature. The 
work entailed in driving fast for over 
three hours “along the prom and 
round the shops” can be imagined. In 
preference to a high maximum speed, 
brilliant acceleration out of corners 
and engine characteristics that avoid 
as many gear changes as possible are 
desirable—tremendous low speed 
torque, in fact, coupled with excellent 
cornering. 

Mercedes have developed an extra 
short wheelbase car for the race, in 
an effort to meet the circuit’s demands; 
it is even shorter than that used for 
the Argentine G.P. As a result, the 
front wheels have been moved back so 
that the front brakes can no longer be 
mounted inboard but are now in the 
normal position. With their rather 
abnormal width, the _ turbo-finned 
drums seem to be well ventilated, but 
may have the effect of making the 
steering heavier, which could cause 
fatigue to the drivers. The car was 
tested at the Hockenheim circuit last 
week by Moss, Herrmann and Uhlen- 
haut. Also present were John Fitch 
and Pierre Levegh, practising for Le 
Mans with one of the Mille Miglia 
cars; the practising went on into the 
night.

A TEAM of three Lancias will run 
“* in the British Grand Prix at 
Aintree on July 16—the first time these 
cars have appeared in this country 
Chis exciting piece of information 
comes from H. J. Morgan, secretary of 
the B.A.R.C., who has recently been in 
Turin—a fruitful visit. The three 
drivers will be Ascari (1952 and 1953 
world champion), Villoresi and Castel- 
lotti. The trio has already gained valu- 
able experience as a team, taking first, 
third and fourth places in the Turin 
G.P. and first and third in the more 
recent Grand Prix of Naples. The cars, 
designed by Vittorio Jano, have shown 
excellent road-holding qualities; with 


their side-mounted, outrigger fuel 
tanks they are a compromise between 
the all-enveloping Connaught style of 
bodywork and the wheels-in-the-open 
style. Output from the 90-deg V-eight 
engine is around 260 b.h.p.

T this crowded time of the year 

regulations come in apace. Among 
those recently received are those for 
the Torch Rally (Fakkelrallye) which 
will symbolize the greatest rally of all 
time, when thousands of highly un- 
sporting vehicles set out from the 
Normandy coast to liberate Europe. 
For the last six years, peaceful rallies 
have been held in September, the 
month during which the southern part 
of the Netherlands was liberated. 
This year the Torch Rally will take 
place around the anniversary of D-day 
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—it will start on June 5 in Deauyille 
and end on June 6 in Eindhoven. Map 
reading has previously been the main 
requirement, but this year the accent 
will be on driving ability. Among the 
exacting tests of skill will be to lap 
the Le Mans, Rheims and Francor- 
champs circuits at a set average speed, 
and Montlhéry at maximum speed. 
Entries close on May 29. Details and 
entry forms can be obtained from the 
Secretariat Rally Organization, Dom- 
melstraat 27, Eindhoven, Netherlands. 
Also received are regulations for the 
Austrian international Alpine Rally 
‘June 17-19, scrutineering on June 16). 
The 1,000-mile route is divided into 
two stages, each starting and finishing 
at Velden, Carinthia; the second stage 
includes night sections, and average 
speeds vary throughout the event from 
29.4 to 38.7 m.p.h. (according to engine 
size) for works entries, team members 
and all private entries competing for 
the big prizes. Private entries with 
less ambitious aims (novices, in fact) 
need average only between 26.9 and 
35.6—again according to engine size. 
The event should be of interest to 
competitors in the French Alpine 
Rally in view of the inclusion of very 
difficult routes through Austria this 
year—the Kartitsch-K6tschach section, 
the Jurracher Hohe (steepest pass in 
Europe, with a gradient of one in 
three) and the Grossglockner Pass are 
features of both events. Entries close 
on May 28 at four guineas (or till 
June 4 at double this figure). Entry 
forms from Osterreichischer Auto- 
mobil-, Motorrad-und Touring-Club 
Schubertring 7, Vienna 1, Austria.
